It  is  my  duty  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  I969  dealing 
with  the  sanitary  circumstances,  sanitary  administration  and  vital  statistics  of 
the  district. 

The  report  is  presented  in  accordance  with  the  Public  Health  Officers  Reg- 
ulations 1959,  and  on  the  lines  indicated  by  Circular  5/70  (Wales)  of  the  Health 
Department,  Welsh  Office. 


Physical  Features 

The  Bedwellty  Urban  District,  which  covers  an  area  of  7? 353  acres,  is 
situated  in  the  north  west  of  Monmouthshire  and  occupies  a hill  ridge  and  parts 
of  two  valleys.  The  greatest  length  from  north  to  south  is  six  and  a half 
miles  and  its  maximum  width  from  east  to  west  is  two  and  a half  miles.  It  is 
bounded  by  the  Rhymney  River  in  the  west  and  to  the  east  by  the  Sirhowy  River. 

The  altitude  varies  from  1,499  feet  above  sea  level  at  Cefn  Manmoel  on  the 
north  east  boundary  to  400  feet  above  sea  level  on  the  southern  boundary  at 
Victoria  Road,  Fleur-de-lis.  The  altitude  at  the  Municipal  Offices  is  7I8  feet 
above  sea  level. 


General  Statistics  and  Social  Conditions 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  district  population  as  at  30th  June, 
1969,  was  25,900.  The  I96I  census  figure  was  27,336, 


There  have  been  no  further  closures  of  coal  mines  in  the  district  but  the 
need  for  new  industry  remains.

HOUSING 


Repair  of  privately  owned  houses 

There  was  an  increased  number  of  complaints  received  from  householders 
regarding  defects  of  repair  at  their  houses.  All  such  enquiries  were  invest- 
igated and,  where  necessary,  notices  were  served  on  owners  requiring  execution 
of  works.  In  many  cases,  informal  action  resulted  in  the  effecting  of  repairs.

Slum  Clearance 


A clearance  area  was  confirmed  in  respect  of  Island  Street,  Argoed,  (21 
houses)  and  a compulsory  purchase  order  made. 

A clearance  area  of  five  houses  at  Rock  Terrace,  Blackwood,  was  declared 
and  a Public  Enquiry  held.  The  result  of  this  enquiry  is  awaited.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 
There  is  no  common  lodging  house  in  the  area. 
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COUNCIL  HOUSES 


The  apartments  of  all  prospective  tenants  for  council  houses  are  visited  by 
the  department  to  ascertain  standard  of  cleanliness.  Where  the  standard  is 
unsatisfactory,  the  applications  are  deferred  for  further  inspection  after  a 
period.  Such  action  is  only  very  occasionally  necessary  but,  on  eventual 
housing  of  such  tenants,  follow-up  inspections  are  made  to  encourage  improvement.

Some  routine  inspection  of  council  houses  is  also  carried  out  in  pursuance 
of  duties  under  the  Housing  Acts  and  Public  Health  Acts  as  is  also  required  for 
privately-owned  premises. 

I am  informed  by  the  Housing  Manager  that  at  31st  December,  1969?  there 
were  214  applications  for  council  houses  from  families  living  in  apartments. 
This  figure  does  not  include  applicants  who  are  sole  tenants  but  who  wish  to 
have  bungalow  or  other  council  accommodation. 


PUBLIC  MORTUARY  AND  POST  MORTEM  ROOM 

These  services  are  provided  by  the  council.  Cleaning  and  maintenance  is 
carried  out  by  Mr.  G,  Hart. 


RODENT  CONTROL 


Over  330  complaints  of  rat  or  mouse  infestation  were  dealt  with  by  the 
rodent  operator. 

In  addition,  over  1,000  sewer  manholes  were  treated  on  at  least  two 
occasions  during  the  year  - June  and  October.  Casual  labour  was  employed  to 
assist  the  rodent  operator  when  manholes  were  baited.  The  number  of  * takes'  of 
poison  remains  about  the  same  each  year  (50), 

The  banks  of  the  two  rivers  were  surveyed  and  council  refuse  tips  were 
inspected  regularly. 


BEDWELLTY  SWIMMING  BATHS 


Check  samples  were  taken  by  the  Public  Health  Department  for  chlorine  con- 
tent and  acidity  of  the  water  at  frequent  intervals.  This  is  in  addition  to 
sampling  carried  out  daily  by  the  Baths  Manager, 

Bacteriological  samples  were  taken  on  10  occasions  (21  samples).  These 
were  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Newport. 

Over  the  year,  satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


The  area  is  served  by  two  trunk  sewers  with  sea  outfall.  The  village  of 
Manmoel  is  served  by  a septic  tank  and  biological  filter® 


NATIONAL.  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948,  SECTION  30 

The  above  section  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  imposes  a duty  on  the  local 
authority  "to  cause  to  b e buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any  person  who  has  died 
or  has  been  found  dead  in  their  area,  in  any  case  where  it  appears  to  the 
authority  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  have  been  or 
are  being  made  otherwise  than  by  the  authority". 

For  this  purpose  the  council  have  a contract  with  Mr.  Herbert  Jones,  Under- 
taker, Blackwood,  (telephone  number  Blackwood  2365)-  The  contract  also 
includes  the  removal  of  the  body  of  a person  found  dead  on  the  public  highway  or 
in  any  public  place.

HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS 


WATER  SUPPLY 


Bacteriological  sampling  of  public  water  supplies  was  carried  out  at 
approximately  fortnightly  intervals®  The  samples  were  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Neport® 

119  samples  were  taken  and  the  results  were  satisfactory  in  all  but  a few 
cases. 
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NOISE  ABATEMENT 


Several  sources  of  noise  nuisance  were  investigated,  including  tractors  on 
tips,  pneumatic  road  breakers,  launderette  machinery  and  'pop  music'  groups. 

The  Monmouthshire  County  Council  have  agreed  to  loan  noise  measuring  equip- 
ment to  the  various  district  councils  on  request.  This  includes  the  Dawes  type 
Octave  Band  Sound-level  Meter.  A nominal  charge  of  £1  is  made  for  the  use  of 
the  equipment.  The  council  participate  in  this  scheme. 

The  public  health  inspectors  have  attended  courses  on  sound  and  vibration 
held  at  the  University  of  Wales  and  the  University  of  Southampton.

Offences  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  1968,  which  prohibits  the  emission  of  dark 
smoke  from  any  trade  or  industrial  premises,  have  been  dealt  with  informally  but, 
in  the  case  of  some  premises,  it  is  anticipated  that  legal  action  will  be  taken 
eventually,  particularly  in  respect  of  scrap  metal  dealers'  yards. 
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FOOD  SUPERVISION 


(a)  Meat  Inspection 

There  is  no  abattoir  in  the  area.  During  leave  absence,  assistance  was 
given  to  the  Bedwas  and  Machen  Urban  District  Council  in  meat  inspection  at  the 
Maesycwmmer  Abattoir. 


(b)  Condemned  Food 


The  amount  of  foodstuffs  condemned  has  risen  sharply  during  the  year. 

This  has  been  due  in  part  to  the  increased  food  turnover  at  larger  shops  and 
supermarkets  and  to  the  breakdown  on  several  occasions  of  refrigerator  units. 

The  amount  condemned  was  4^  tons.  This  was  disposed  of  under  supervision 
at  the  refuse  tips. 


( c ) Food  Poisoning

At  a number  of  premises,  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960  infringe- 
ments were  noted  and  duly  referred  to  the  proprietors. 

These  infringements  related  in  the  main  to  items  of  redecoration  and  san- 
itary accommodation.  They  received  attention  in  each  case. 


(e )  Ice  Cream 

Five  premises  produce  'cold  mix'  and  one  produces  heat-treated  ice  cream. 
Regular  inspections  are  made  at  premises.  17  samples  were  taken  for  bacterio- 
logical examination.  Whilst  the  results  were  satisfactory  overall,  one  vendor 
had  two  samples  which  were  not  up  to  standard  but  follow-up  measures  resulted  in 
improvement  in  the  supply. 


( f )  Milk  Sampling 

Occasional  samples  were  taken  for  keeping  quality.  The  twelve  samples 
taken  were  satisfactory. 


( g)  Other  Food  Premises 


Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  various  food  premises  and  action 
wherever  necessary  was  taken.

Public  Analyst  reported  the  bottle  was  not  clean  and 
this  is  an  infringement  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General 
Hygiene)  Regulations.  This  matter  was  passed  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  in  whose  area  the  milk  was 
bottled  for  action  by  them. 

2.  Complaint  - Bread  contained  oily  dough
